The One Way Out 


ANY newspapers are arguing with what doubtless seerns to 


them great eloquence and logic that the submarine, the 


airplane and poison gas should be forever eliminated from war- 
fare. One eastern paper speaks of them as "these stealthy 
creations of Hell." They are doubtless that and all the other 
hard names they have been called in type. 


But how will the plans of these newspapers work out? The 


opponents of the above three methods of v/arfare are assuming 
that all is needed is* for the Washington conference to go on 
i*ecord against them. That done and the world will be instantly 
freed from the horrors of these three developments of the late 
world war. It is a beautiful picture, but those who so eloquent- 
ly and strenuously advance the plan fail to explain how a reso- 
lution passed even unanimously by the Washington gathering is 
going to bind the rest of the nations of the world. 


It is all right for the Washington meeting to resolve 


against the super-surface fighting ships for only three nations, 
England, Japan and the United States any longer indulge in this 
form of military pastime. But what of the countries that are not 
represented at Washington? A hard and fast agreement on the 
part of the only three powers that build big battle ships is -with- 
in the scope of authority of the conference because these three 
powers have authorized delegations and their action to this ef- 
fect can be considered as practical and binding. 


But when the Washington conference enters the field of 


submarine, airplane and poison gas limitation it is tackling a 
problem too big for it to handle. Suppose England, Japan and 
the United States should resolve in good faith to cut out these 
three forms of warfare altogether and even secure the assent of 
France and Italy? Such action, no matter how seriously en- 
tered into, could by no possible stretch of the imagination be 
made to cover the smaller nations. And if lived up to by the 
countries named above could only result in making tfiem easy 
targets for a number of smaller but ambitious and warlike 
powers at any time they should decide to go on a rampage. 


Briand says th-a dreadnaught and the super-surface battle- 


ship is the toy of the rich nations. But poison gas is cheap, ex- 
tremely cheap, and could be manufactured and poured out in 
limitless volumes by the poorest and smallest of nations.1 
Equally, the airplane and the submersible are within the grasp 
of the poorest of nations. 
Obviously, then, any resolving to, 


eliminate them from future wars must take in the poorest of na-, 
tions as well as the richest' and most powerful. 
j 


As has been suggested in this column before, England's 


hostility to the submarine is based on the flimsiest and most 
obvious of reasorts. She is purely a maritime power. 
Her 


daily life depends on the uninterrupted flow of her gigantic 
ocean traffic. 
She is widely remote from her nearest colonial 


possession and the submarine looks as if it were especially de- 
signed to wage war on the great island empire.

"Young, in his articles, has already pointed out to our readers 
how France and Italy are bitterly opposed to the submarine 
limitations proposed by Great Britain. 


Equally would it be against the naval policy of this coun- 


try to submit to any such limitations. Our territory is closely 
knit, but we have an immense sea line and the submarine is the 
handiest of all weapons to protect our shores from invasion. 
Why, then, should we be duped by England into a form of naval 
limitation that would be a 100 percent benefit to her and a 100 
percent disadvantage to us, should we be attached? 


And as before suggested in this column Avhy is starvation 


for England via the submarine route and more detestable and 
horrible than stavation via an immense cordon 
oC dread- 


naughts? 
Starvation is the same to all peoples no matter by 


what means superinduced. And death by poison gas is the 
same death that the shrapnel and sabre inflict. So, our journal- 
istic friends which rail at certain forms of warfare and are elo- 
quently silent as to others quite as deadly, are silenced by their 
own inconsistency and lack of logic. 


Obviously, the only rational manner in which to approach 


the subject of limitation of war in any of its phases or as a 
whole, is not by two nations, or five, but by all nations of suf- 
ficient consequence to produce a poison gas or build a submarine 
cr an airplane. It is a game at which all can play and which 
will be played so long as there is no general agreement to 
abolish it as a. means of settling international disputes. 


In dther words, the League of Nations, in which are repre- 


sented fifty-one nations, and not the little group of powers as- 
sembled at Washington, is the logical organization to grapple 
with this stupendous problem of war. The delegates already 
see this fact as their own limitations are daily and hourly ini-

And no matter by what name it is called, when* any real 


step is taken toward ultimate world peace it will not be taken, it J 
cannot be taken, by the few nations now represented at the 
Washington conference, but by all the peoples of the earth. It 
may be a League of Nations, it may be an Association of Na- 
tions, it may have an entirely different name, but in effect it will 
be the same old League and all the spiteful groups in the United 
States senate will not eventually be able to defer this very con- 
summation.

These 
institutions are hanging on the abyss today and even the re- 
actionary members of the cabal who pi*eferred to vent their 
childish spleen against Pi-esident Wilson rather than witness the 
consummation of that "parliament of Man, the Federation of the 
world," are at last realizing that they have been playing w'fch 
fire. 


World problems must be met in a world-wide way or else 


The questions which vex the Washington con- 
ference will never be solved until a solution agreeable to a 
League of Nations has been reached.
